An official system of} | 
sampling and analyzing ts’ advocated 
to encourage selling on specification 
and guarantee. It is also suggested 
that larger cual cars be used by the 
railroads, with centralization of car; 
ownership. 

Flatly denouncing the coal subsidy 
and urging its discontinuance at the 
end of the present term, May 1, the | 
commission says: ' 

“It ts indefensible that people en- | 
gaged in other industries should be. 
taxed in order to provide profits to the 
coal owners or maintain the wages of. 
the workers :n one industry when their ! 
own profits or wages are often no bet- 
ter, and frequently worse. Under my 


subsidy some mine owners are obtain 
ing higher profits than before the; 
war.” 

Complete reorganization along eco- 
nomical lines, it is pointed out, would | 
make the coal subsidy entirely unnec- | 
essary. 
Reject Wage Cuts. | 

The report unequivocally turns 
down. the preposais of the mining as- 
seciation, composed of mine owners, 
which recommended an increase in the 
working hours and a reduction in 
wages, as well as lowering the rail- 
road rates by reducing the railway 
men's wages. There is to be no change 
in the standard working day, but with 
the present hours retained, and with 
“disaster impending over the indus- 
try,” the minimum percentage in addi- 
tion to the standard wages fixed. in 
1924 must be revised.

CARBON MONOXIDE GAS. 

J. writes: We often read about 
persons being found dead in their closed 
private garages from breathing “ monox- 
ide gas” from exhaust of their run- 
ning eng How about public garages 
im winter, Where they must be closed 
up to keep-éufficient heat? 

In évéfry public garage one cannot 
help but smell these gases. Even if not

and that the public health officers should 
see to it. that these garages were properly 
aired by running. electric fans or other 
means?

There ie more dafiger of chronic health 
undermining poisoning. In some places the 
law requires that public garages be venti- 
lated.

“All states ehould provide a uniform s7* 
tem of traffic law enforcement,” says the 
official report in part, “ and the law should 
be applied in part by state courts and in part 
by local authorities. While persistent and 
flagrant traffic violations should be vigor- 
ously punished, the ultimate objective should 
be elimination of violations. The value of 
warnings as well as more drastic measures 
and punishment should be utilized to this 
end. 

“For the most serious offenses the offend- 
ers should be taken immediately to court oF 
to jail,” the report adds. “ Traffic bureaus, 
with a schedule of penalties, can dispose 
quickly of minor infractions, which consti- 
tute a large part of all offenses, thus giving 

courts more time to deal adequately with, 
more serious cases. Special traffic courts are 
reco for the larger cities and special 
traffic sessions of the general courts for the 
smaller cities.’

Bell’s Aid Tells 
of First Phone 


on Anniversary 


Message, Was for Help 
from Inventor.

Tampa, Fla., March 10.—Fifty years 
ago today the first sentence ever trans- 
mitted by telephone carried faintly 
about 70 feet between Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, the inventor, and his assist- 
ant, Thomas A. Watson. 
The striking contrasts were drawn 
today when Watson, who constructed 
the world’s first successful telephone 
from Bell’s plan, commemorated the 
anniversary with a “long distance” 
conversation with the United Press.

The first set was a two person ap- 
paratus having only a one way talking 
circuit. 

“ The world’s first telephone sentence 
was a call for help,” Watson declared 
from his winter home in Passa Grille. 
“Mr. Bell and. I had been experiment- 
ing with rather unsatisfactory results 
for about nine months. On March 10, 
1876, we were in his laboratory at Bos- 
ton, testing a new apparatus.

_ The first conversation on an outdoor 
line was on a wire two miles long 
tween Boston and Cambridge in 
tober, 1877, Watson said. 

“We thought that was wonderful,”

the telephone and telegraph system 
was amazing to us. We never dreamed 
that the invention could pe put to such 
practical uses.” 

The first telephones to be put into 
practical use were installed by Watson 
and Bell in Boston early in 1878. They 
put up about 560 lines from private 
houses to downtown offices. Later they
